The Collection 


- The majority of the plans uploaded to the Webarchive were originally found on websites 
that are owned by various national governments, such as various National or Regional 
Archives, and or governmental institutions. This category also includes a few plans for 
modern commercial vessels that are still active. Another greate source | have used a lot is 
the online archive on the Lloyd's Register Foundation Heritage & Education Centre website 
When possible | have provided a link to the original download locations so you can check 
out the original source yourself 


- This collection does not contain plans that were originally published in trade journals or 
books 


- Asmall minority of the plans (= plans for some modern commercial vessels) have been 
downloaded from websites that are/were owned by commercial organizations such as 
shipping companies or shipbrokers. The vessels involved have been scrapped recently... 


- The drawings that are uploaded "come as | found them". The majority of the drawings 
aren't actually drawings themselves, but scans of drawings. | do not enhance the drawings 
myself, or make them printer ready etc etc. In most cases | am not aware of what the 
original uploader has done with the drawings before they were uploaded, so please always 
check and double check the size and scale of the drawings yourself before you start using 
them. 

| create new pdf files from the drawings, or create new jpg's or png's from the pdf files 
when required. Read the part in the notes section at the bottom of web each entry to learn 
more about the steps | took to create the file.. 


- The collection was originally created as a personal online backup of drawings found online. 
The ships in the collection more or less reflect my personal fields of interest. For this reason 
| do not upload plans for sailing vessels, as | simply do not have them and do not collect 
them 


The (description of the) Ships in the collection 
The description consists (usually) of the following parts: 


- relevant data about the ship 

- a short description of the ship 

- links to websites with information about the ship 

- list of and information about the drawings 

- link to the original download location 

- links to related files in the collection 

- version number 

- date of the most recent update 

- link to the Ship Design Drawings Index page 

- some info about the steps | took to create the pdf file and/or jpg / png files 
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Again, check and double check the information in the description, as | might have made 
errors myself when processing information about the ship, or the source | used was

incorrect. Don't use the info provided by me as your primary source. 


Categorizing the sets of drawings 
| have choosen to divide the drawings into the following categories (in order of importance): 


BOGP Booklet of General Plans 
GA General Arrangement Plans 
cP Capacity Plans 
GAD ___ General Arrangement Details 
- drawings regarding the layout of specific parts of the vessel (rigging plan, mooring 
plan, antenna plan etc) 


TD Technical Drawings 
- body, lines & sheer plans 
SP Structural Plans 


- drawings regarding the structure of the vessels (frames, sections etc) 
PROP Propulsion 

- drawings regarding the propulsion of the ship (boilers, engine room, shafts etc) 
RD Rudder / Stern 

- drawings regarding rudder and/or stern of the ship 
MISC Miscellaneous 

- drawing that do not fit in any other category 


If possible, | divide the entries for a ship in the collection by category and by source. So 
when | have a BOGP and a CP for a single ship, I'll make an one entry for the BOGP and one 
entry for the CP. When the drawings are downloaded from different sources, | make 
seperate entries as well. 

When drawings from different categories are combined (usually the entries with drawings 
from the Lloyd's website), they're numbered in order of importance. Drawings from the 
categories Prop, RD & Misc are only uploaded in combination with drawings from "higher" 
categories. The title of those combined sets of drawings is based upon the "highest" 
category 


Title and pdf name 


The title of a set of drawings always starts with the nationality of the vessels, followed 
either by yardnumber, USSB contract number, MARAD / MARCOM hull nr or pennant nr. 
Then comes the name of the ship, followed by the main category of drawings and the year 
of the latest dated drawing in the set. In case multiple versions from different sources of a 
set of drawings are uploaded, the version nr is added. 
The same logic has been applied when naming the pdf file, omitting the nationality. The 
pdf's name starts with either the yard, contract, hull or pennant nr, followed by the 
abbreviation for the main category and ended by the year of latest dated drawings. In case 
of multiple versions a version nr is added. 
Example: 
The title of the set of drawings is: USA - BB-61 USS lowa Booklet of General Plans (1984) 
(version 3) and the pdf is named bb61bogp1984v3.pdf 

- bb61 = pennant nr 

- bogp = category 


- 1984 = year of latest dated drawing 
- v3 = version 3 


Known errors / exceptions to the rules 


Unfortunately uploading or creating an entry did not always go according to plan and 
entries turned out to be unaccessible. The only solution was to delete the entire entry and 
re-upload the set again. The problem is that the identifier used by the Webarchive could no 
longer be used. This identifier nr for the web entry is based upon the name I've given to the 
pdf file. In order to create the entry | had to use a new identifier and hence rename the pdf 
file. So there are several sets of drawings with a version nr attached, when in reality only 
one version has ever been uploaded. 


Until januari 1 2023 | only used the categories BOGP & GP in the titles of the entries and 
names of the pdf's. This became a bit of a problem when | started to upload plans from the 
Lloyd's websites, as these are mostly Structural Plans. | have corrected this in the title of the 
sets involved. | did not corrected this in the pdf names, because of the identifier/pdf name 
relationship described above. Some of the sets of drawings have "incorrect" pdf names 
because of this, but | can live with it..... 


Maintenance work in progress 


At the moment I'm working on several maintenace projects, the most important are: 


- Checking dpi settings in pdf files and if required correcting errors / update set of 
drawings. 

- Changing abbreviation for nations from two letter code to three letter code 

- Upload cover photo's to my Facebook page 


The Spreadsheet 


| created the spreadsheet to keep track of all modifications in the collection. 

By default | upload the spreadsheet in "latest modifications first" modus, so you can see 
right away which files are the latest uploaded/updated ones. Apply any filter you prefere 
yourself to search and browse the spreadsheet. 

There are about 46 columns (A - AT) with info, the title should tell you what info is in that 
column. The info in some columns and the usage of colours function as a personal reminder. 
Some columns might not make sense to you, but they do to me.........
